Miss Hanan’s condition Was re- 
ported to be critical, but not neces- 
sarily fatal.' One of the bullets took 
effect in the left breast, near the 
heart, one in the left side, and one 
in the right arm. j 

Borland was unable to explain to 
the police how Mrs. Lawes learned 
that he and Miss Hanan were visit- 
ing in Brooklyn. He said he had 
gone to Brooklyn yesterday after- 
noon with Miss Hanan to help her 
seek a new apartment. The apart- 
ment hunting trip, he said, ended 
with a visit to Miss Dorothy Gotts- 
chalk, a friend of her family. 

They left the apartment about 
1:25 a. m., he said, and encountered 


Mrs. Lawes as they stepped to the 
street. Without speaking, Mrs. 
Lawes drew a pistol and fired. She 


then stood for a moment regarding 
them. Then she uttered a scream, 
pressed the muzzle of the pistol 
against her head and fired. 


Women Were Remotely Akin. 

Mrs. Lawes, who is a daughter of 
Mrs. M. E. Ditmars of San Fran- 
cisco, was a distant relative of Miss 
Hanan. For four. .years she had 
lived with Miss Hanan and the lat- 
ter’s mother in an apartment in the 
exclusive Park avenue district of 
Manhattan. Two weeks ago _ she 
moved to the Hotel Vanderbilt 
near by. The police said that she 
had sent several threatening letters 
recently to Miss Hanan. 

Two letters were found in Mrs. 
Lawes’ pocketbook. One addressed 
to her mother, asked forgiveness for 
what she had done. The other, ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Birdie Williams of 
Manhattan, formerly a nurse in the 
Hanan household, requested’ that 
Mrs. Williams take Mrs. Lawes’ body 
to San Francisco and have it cre- 
mated. : 

Too Much High Life, Says Letter. 

The letter to-Mrs. Lawes’ mother 
read: 

“Mother Darling—You never can 
understand what I. have been 
through here. Don’t try to learn. 
It is past. I am too tired and ill to 
try to overcome the great obstacles 
I have placed in my own way. 

‘"Foo much high life. The pace 
is too fast and the liquor has, driven 
me e¢razy, dear. Forgive and forget 
and :emember, pray for my _ soul. 
Love to all and think of me as al- 
ways, a good, sweet daughter. Lov- 
ingly, GRACE.” 

The second letter, addressed to the 
asked her to notify Walter 
Dunnington in this city to take care 
of her affairs.

She said her first 
recollection of Luyties was when she 
was 10 years old, and that after she 
was married and separated from her 
husband, she met Luyties in Europe 
while visiting there with her mother. 
She said Luyties came into. her life 
in Europe, they loved each other and 
he spoke of marriage. Then they 
traveled extensively in Europe and 
in this country, both before and after 
the child was born, and she said 
Luyties from time to time putt off 
the marriage because of financial 
trouble. 

Her marriage to Giles is Mrs.

FAVORABLE REPORT 
‘ON THREE PEACE 


Borah Only Senator to Vote 


to Senate—Nine in Favor 
of Action. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—Favor- 


able report on the peace treaties 
between the United States and Ger- 
many, Austria and Hungary was or- 
dered today by the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

Senator Borah, Republican, Idaho, 
leader of the fight against the treaty 


of Versailles, was the only member 
to vote against reporting the trea- 
ties. 

Before reporting the three pacts 
the committee adopted a resolution 
requiring that Congress pass an act 
for appointment of an American 
representative on allied commis- 
sions by the President with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate. 

Another Reservation Adopted. 

Another reservation adopted by 
the committee, presented by Senator 
Pomerene, Democrat, Ohio, provided 
that protection given the United 
States Government in its property*in- 
terests should apply also to Ameri- 
can nationals. 

The vote on reporting the treaties 
favorably was nine to one, includ- 
ing six Republicans and three Demo- 
crats in favor and Senator Borah 


casting the negative vote. The six 
Republicans were Senator Lodge, 
Massachusetts, chairman; McCum- 


fer, North Dakota; Brandegee, Con- 
necticut; Johnson, California; New, 
Indfana, and Kellogg, Minvweésota. 
The three Democrats were Senators 
Swanson of Virginia, Pomerene of 
Ohio, and Shields of Tennessee. 
Senator Johnson, of California, 
who was allied with Senator Borah 
in the fight against the Versailles 
treaty, was said to have 
with Senator Borah’s’ contentions 
that the treaties were likely to in- 


volve this nation in European af- 
fairs. Senator Shields also was one 
of the “irreconcilables’”’ of the Ver- 


sailles treaty controversy who today 
supported the new treaties. 
Drafted by Senator Lodge. 

The reservation requiring an act 
of Congress and Senate confirma- 
tion for participation of American 
representatives on allied commis- 
sions was similar to number seven 
of the original Lodge reservations 
to the Versailles pact. The new res- 
ervation was drafted by Senator 
Lodge with incorporation of sugges- 
by Senators Johnson and 
Brandegee. The resolution of rati- 
fication of the German treaty with 
the reservation as finally evolved 
provides: 

“Resolved (two-thirds of the Sen- 
ators present concurring therein), 
That the Senate advise and consent 
to the ratification of the treaty be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many, signed at Berlin, Aug. 25, 
1921, to restore the friendly relations 
existing between the two nations 
prior to the outbreak of war, sub- 
ject to the understanding which is 
hereby made a part of this resolu- 
tion of ratification, that the United 
States shall not be represented or 
participate in any body, agency, or 
commission, nor shall any person 
represent the United States as a 
member of any body, agency or 
commission in which the United 
States is authorized to participate 
by this treaty unless and until an 
act of Congress of the United States 
shall provide for such representa- 
tion or participation.” 

Insisted on “Participation.” 

Senator Johnson insisted that the 
reservation should include ‘“‘partici- 
pation,” as well as representation. 

The resolutions of ratification and 
reservations as adopted for the Aus- 
trian and Hungarian treaties were 
similar. 

The Pomerene reservation was to 
Article 1 of the German treaty, re- 
‘fiting to’ protection of American 
property rights as provided. in the 
Knox peace resolution, and declared 
that “the words ‘United States’ shall 
be construed to include the~ United 
States and its nationals.’’ This reser- 
vation also accompanies. the Aus- 
ttan and Hungarian pacts. 

Senator Bor dicated that he 
would carry his fight against ratifi- 
cation to the Senate floor, where 
debate is expected to begin within 
a few days. 

The committee voted to have the 
treaties considered in open session.

TWO GRANDSONS OF

BURNED: ONE DIES 


Boys, 8 and 11, Poured Al- 
cohol on Clothing When 
Playing, Then Accidentally 
Set Fire to Themselves.

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—Two 
young sons of Clifford D. Gratz, a 
wealthy resident of Flushing, es- 
caped the surveillance of servants 
and set themselves afire while play- 
ing in the yard of their home at il 
King street. As a result, one vhiid 
is dead and the other is in a serious 
condition. A maid who tried to ex- 
tinguish the flames was found by 
reighbors lying in a swoon cn the 
lawn. She was burned about the 
hands and arms. The children spilled 
alcohol over themselves and were 
set ablaze when one lighted a 
riatch. 

“The boys’ father, who is in the 
cordage business in Manhattan, was 
not at home at the time of the ac- 
cident; their mother is in Japan. 
She formerly was Miss Audrey Al- 
ford, society girl of Lexington, Ky. 

“Early in the afternoon the nurse- 
maid took the youngest, Mary Al- 
ford Gratz, 5 years old, for an out- 
ing. She left the two boys, Benja- 
min, 11, and Anderson, 8, in charge 
of Mary Reilly, another maid. For 
some time the boys played about the 
house. The first that Mary Reilly 
knew of their absence was when she 
heard screams from the direction of 
the garage. When she reached them 
the clothing of each was on fire. 

By the time neighbors arrived all 
were unconscious. The younger boy 
was terribly burned; it was in trying 
to beat out the flames which envel- 
oped him that Mary Reilly was 
burned. All were taken to the 
Flushing Hospital. A telephone 
message brought’ the children’s 
father. The young mother is travel- 
ing in China, 

Investigation revealed that the 
children prior to the accident had 
spent some time playing in the ga- 
rage at the rear of the house. Here 
the boys, safe from their maid's 
watchfulness, found a quantity of al- 
cohol, which spilled about the floor 
and over their clothes. Outside, in 
the yard, one of them lighted a 
match. The clothing of each burst 
to flames. 

Anderson, the younger boy, died 
of his injuries and will be buried in 
Lexington Saturday. Clifford Gratz 
is a son of Benj. Gratz and nephew 
of Anderson Gratz, both St. Louls 
millionaires. Clifford Gratz con- 
ducts a business enterprise at Brook- 
lyn for his father.

In the markets of Kazan there {Is 
a little food offered for sale, but 
|prices are too high for all but a 
few to buy. This morning I saw the 
'body of a man lying on the side- 
walk. He had died of starvation 
within 20 feet of a butcher's stall] 
where pieces of meat were on dis- 
play. 

The hopelessness and resigned 
_ Spirit of the people are almost un- 
believable. Although food is being 
_displayed openly by speculators who 
_have little to sell, I have seen no at- 
tempts to rob them. I asked some 
| peasants coming here from the yil- 
'lages about conditions. They all re- 
plied that they were starving slow- 
ly, but that t gs were not as bad 
now as they would be during ihe 
winter when there would be no #:as3 
or acorns from which to make 
| bread. When I asked them what 
they would do then they answered: 

“We will all die.” 

Their spirit of utter non-resist- 
ance typifies the attitude of this en- 
tire district. They are all looking 
, death in the face and seem anxious 
for it to come. 

Cholera in Kazan has been re- 
duced from 600 cases daily to about 
20, owing to inoculation by the Gov- 
ernment and the coming of cvld 
weather. Winter will bring on a 
new menace—typhus—it having an 
even higher mortality than sholera, 
which here in the Volga district has 
been fatal in 80 per cent of the 
cases. 

Because of the famine a large per- 
centag@™of the population is wan- 
dering about aimlessly searching for 
food. Many. of them, children 5 
years old, are entirely alone, and 
are boarding the trains not caring 
where they are going, but eager to 
get where there is food. 

‘The first food distributing station 
is in the building formerly used as a 
girls’ college, but which is now a 
children’s home. The children in 
Kazan have been put there and are 
kept for a few days until shipped 
elsewhere. At present there are

There are more than 1,250,000 
children.in this district, according 
to la&St year’s census. Relief figures 
show that only 34,000 of these are 
being cared for by the State while 
now 352,000 who are getting one 
meal a day were formerly getting 
nothing. ™ 

Relief work is being co-ordinated 
with educational departments. In 
the 12 cantons of the Republic 220 
school houses have been openef for 
the aid of famine children. Each 
school house feeds upward of 50 
children, with two teachers, a cook 
and a servant. The sick have first 
call on the food. 

Only inadequate help at best can 
be given by the soviet authorities, 
some of whom, as I myself saw, 
are living in refugees camps with 
their insect-ridden, starving chil- 
dren. Help touches only a small 
portion of the suffering multitudes. 
I have seen evidence of this and 
can never forget the roadbeds of the 
Volga, where the banks were dotted 
with the tiny fires of people cooking 
pumpkin rind, refuse and foul stuff 
of all kinds. 

In bringing the death, the wind 
and cold are bringing them the only 
relief they will ever get unless food 
is brought to Kazamand sent down 
the river in time.
